7 This being once effectually done, We may reaſonably bope, thar Qur Government in 
Church and State, as by Law pretently eftabliſhed, ſhall receive irs doe Reverence and 
Obedience ; And thart all our good SubjeAts ſhall be preſerved in Peace, Tranquility, and 
i ag For promoning theſe grear Ends ſo necetlary to the ſecuring the Proteftant 


ion, Our Authority and Government, and the common Intereſt of Our People, by 

your Joym Adyice, who arc lo much concerned ; And for enaCting of ſuch Laws, as ex- 
rience hath diſcovercd ro be wanting for diftribution of J_ne in ſeveral Caſey, which 
fave emerged fince Our lat Parliament, We havecalled this: And as an eminent Expre(- 
fion of Our Favour ro you, have namedOur moſt Dear,and moſt entirely Beloved Brother, 
James Duke of Albany and Terk, Efc, ro be Our Commiſſioner therein, wbom We have found 
{ſo afectionare to you,and ro whom you have reftified ſo much Dary during His long ſtay 
amongſt you 3 which bave cnabled Him fo well ro underftand the Aﬀairs and Intereſt of 
that Gar Anrient Kingdom.

Acttorſecuringof the Proteſtant Religion, 


AS 1t was paſt inthe PartiawiexT cf Scotland, on Saturday Auguſt 13. 1681. 


AR Soveraign Lo2d conſidering how neceefſary it is fo2 ſecuring the P2oteſtant Religian, and that all bi 
60d Stubzects may be fully aſſurcd that the Popiſh Religion ſhall never be tntroduced jy tolerat a is ig 
dom and that the n:any crceflent 1 aws made !n tavours of his Proteſtant Subjects are of the P2oteftant 
Kcitgion againſt ]>opery, may attain the affected crecution; That none but true and ſencere Poteftants 
exerciſe any publick Truit within tits Lingbom 3 26d that no Jeſint,PPeft, no2 trafiquing Pa { who may 
withd2aw 07 withold hts Subjects from the 192ctcſiant Religion, be ſuffered to be 02 abyd in this Kingdom. 
Ind ſectigthe As fo2 Excluding Japiſts from publick Truſt have-no ſpecial Penalties adjected thereto,and 
that th-re maybe acſcar Teſt to diſcover Papifts 3 Therefoze his Yazefty, with Advice and Conſent of his 
Cſtates of Parſtament,ſtatutes and declares, That whoſoever being required by any Binfer of the Church 
02 Dagiſtrate of the Kingdom, do not ſubſcribe the Confeſſion of Faith ſubſopned to the third A of the 
firſt JIaritament of Ring James 5. ſhall be hoſden and reputed Papiſts > 02 who ſhall refuſe to ſwear the Oath 

ſubjomiied to the ſary Confeſſion , and figne the ſame in this fozm : I----or----we do declare and fwear by the Eternal God, whom we 

all to be Judge and Witneis of our Sincerity hercin, That we aſſent to the faid Confeſſion of Faith according to the ordinary meaning of the 
word, without equivocation, mental reſervation, and without accepting any dilpeniation, that we ſhall never endeavour or conſent to any al. 
tration of the torelſaid Conlellion of Faith. Andhis Majeſty, with conſent and advice fozeſaid,ſfatutes and ozdains, That all who now 


| are in any publick Triiſt,ſhaſl betwirt and the day of nert to conie,take the ſaid Teſt in ſome of the places wherein they ſerve, 
and rep92t the ſame to his Yazeſties Pzvy Council And that all who ſhall hereafter at any time be admitted to any Place, Dffice, 
> Con:miſſion, 02 Employment, Ecclcliaitical, Civil, o2 Yilitary, ſhall at thetr entrythereto take the ſaidTeſt, and renew the ſame 
when required, unde: the paine of Confiſcation of their Lands, which his DYazefty now as then annexes to the Crown + and ſhall 
confiſcat ali ſums of money heretable o2 movatle, and at! movable O@vs, to2 the uſe under-witten. Like as his Bajeſty with con: 
ſent fo2cſ-1d, 02Dains all the Yiniſters who are 02 ſhall be in this Church, to declare upon Dath to their Odinary at each Dioceſion 
meeting, whom they know o2 ſuſpect within their ſeveral JZarichons ts be in D2ders 02 Yonaſtick Uows of the Church of Rome, o2 
fther trafiguing ]-apiſts whom they know o2 ſ[tiſyect to be the refletters o2 hearers of them ſay Baſs 02 preach, and where t 
Reſidence 02 aunts are 3 and whom they know oz ſuſpect to be Papiſts in their ſeveral Paroches: And that the Biſhops call befo2e 
them the perſons ſo delated, and uſe their beſt endeavours to convince them of their Errour, and unite them to this Proteſtant 
Church, and offer to them the fozcſatd Teſtz and fn caſe of their abſence and obſttnacy, that they pzoceed to Excommunication ! 
Ind that thcy yearly ſend an Account of their diligence to his Dazeſties P2rvy-Council,in the Doneth of November ; and that they give 
aLiſt of the perſons deſated to all the Judges 92dinary 11 Burghs 02 Landwards within their reſpective Diociesz who are hereby 
0dained to take all other tryal fo2 the Diſcovery of thoſe tn Ozuers 02 Bonaſtick Uows of the Church of Rowe, and other tra _ 
Papiſts, 02 other Japiſis : And that they take the Daths of all Yenibers of the Kirck-ſeſſion, except the Biniſter, within the ſevera 
Uurisdictions, to2 making of the like Declaration once at leaſt every years and: that they uſe all dilt to put the Laws in erecu- 
tion againſt the perſons viſcovered 02 deſated, as affozeſaid : And that they return account of their diitgence to his Pajeftics P2ivy: 
Council once every year in the Yoncth of November, beginning in November next, with Certification that whoſoever ſhall fail in their 
reſpective diligences ahove-waitten, ſhall omit their years Benefice 02 Stipend, and the (aid Bagiſtrates that years Rent, in which 
they ſhall happen ts fatl to ditigences, as aſfozeſatd, Likeas his Yateſiy, with Conſent fo2eſatd, declares, That all Eſcheats, Lite-
